NEW BERLIN, N-Y., July 16,1972 — 
Unadilla looked suspicious from the 
start. The course had been altered 
considerably; it was tighter, slower and 
tougher (as opposed to smoother, 
cooler, quieter, longer). 

And the sun was shining. As we 
know, Unadilla is Indian, loosely 
translated for “‘may all your motos be 
muddy, and your pits puddled.” 

In the early morning hours, Sunday, 
it rained lightly, but the day dawned 
bright and humid. Daylight was greeted 
with scattered sneezing and several 
minor cases of galloping disorientation. 

Meanwhile, we sneezed and yawned 
and looked at one another and at the 
thousands of other yawners who had 
slipped in during the night. George was 
still in the tent, mumbling, ‘‘where is that 
girl? Did I steal her barrette? Where am 
I? 

The 250 International class was slated 
for two 45-minute motos, the 500 
Support was to ride three twenties. 
However, the multitude of Open class 
entries were divvied into two separate 
qualifying motos (15 transfers) and a 
consolation moto (10 transfers). 

With only about an hour’s delay, 
practice opened for an abbreviated 
session on the new circuit, One hill 
looked to be at least 60 degrees and 150 
feet. 

The 250 International class was up 
first and out of the gate were Gary 


- Jones (Yam) and Hakan Andersson 


(Yam). They hit the first right/left/right 
together. Andersson gained the 
advantage on the short straight and 
Jones locked in behind. A few breaths 
behind were Torlief Hansen (Hus) and 
Arne Kring (Hus). 

Marty Tripes (Yam) got knocked off 
in the start and Jim Wicks sustained a 
minor back injury that’ put him out. 
Tripes remounted and got away close to 
last. $ 

As the leaders completed lap one, 
Andersson had stretched out a lead on 
Jones as Hansen and Kring had begun 
closing the larger gap between Jones and 
themselves. Not much farther back were 
Arne Lindfors, Jim Weinert and Torsten 
Hallman — all on Yamahas. Jim 
Pomeroy (Bul) was right behind. 

Tripes regained twelve positions in 
little more than two laps, but could 
make up no more of the time he’d lost 
to the front runners. Hakan Andersson 
was escaping the pack at a super brisk 
pace. In five laps he had built a 
17-second lead on Gary Jones, By this 
time Hansen and Kring had sandwiched 
Jones. 

Enter Arne Lindfors. After ten 
minutes of tight struggle with Weinert 
and Torsten Hallman, Lindfors broke 
out after Kring, who had taken over 
second. Jones had fallen back, and 
Hansen and Weinert had done messy 
mudflops. 

Kring ran afoul of the elements 
somewhere, and Jones moved back into 
fourth spot. Lindfors and Hallman were 
in a tight contest for second place. 
Kring repassed Jones on the next lap 
and Hakan Andersson turned up missing 
as Lindfors and Hallman flew by the 
scoring booth in a tight, orderly, fast 
procession. Jones and Kring continued 
their struggle, and Jones came around in 
third on the next tour with no close 
company. Weinert and Pomeroy held 
fourth and fifth. Hansen had 
disappeared. 

With about five minutes to go, 
Hallman got around Lindfors and 
smoothly dominated the final four laps

Torlief Hansen. 
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Wayne Jones joined the Yamaha Team 
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to take the flag. Lindfors was second, 
Jones third, Weinert fourth and 
Pomeroy fifth. Next in were Peter 
Lamppu (Mon), Bob Grossi (Hus) and 
Brad Lackey. Brad’s Kawasaki seemed 
to have a variable power band and he 
had a struggle to locate it. 

Hakan Andersson putted in with a 
drive chain that appeared to have 
elbows in it. 

Four countries were represented in 
the top twelve: four Swedes, five 
Americans, a Finn and an Englishman. 

With meager apology, we here pass 
over the two and a half Open Support 
motos momentarily and wire in the 250 
Final, in which Arne Kring leaps the 
gate and loses a lap; Marty Tripes suffers 
more troublesome nasties; Lindfors, 
Jones and Weinert finish 2, 3, 4 for the 
second time; Torlief Hansen wins the 
moto, and it rains. 

The half-minute sign went up and 
almost simultaneously they were out of 


seis ot cies 










the gate, or over it. Kring had charged 
with having a wheel atop the metal 


restraint before it dropped, 
automatically penalizing him one lap. 
Though he was given the checkered flag 
before Hanse, the winner, Kring appears 
in seventh spot in the final results. Kring 
protested th penalty, but it stood. 

Kring’s alleged premature leap put 
him only inches ahead of Weinert and 
Hallman into the first set of turnings. 
He held the slim margin through the 
hairpin bottleneck, down the rippled 
straightaway and into the chasm. 

Brad Lackey’s troubles continued and 
he got away dead last, about a half-lap 
behind the field. Hakan Andersson also 
got out poorly but quickly began 
knifing through traffic. 

Kring was off and winging, but 
Weinert was locked in behind him in the 
early going. The pace was incredible. 
Hallman and Lindfors seemed equally 
fast in their contest over second and 
third, less than ten seconds back. 

In tenth place, Torlief Hansen started 
showing his moves. Within two laps he 
was by Pomeroy, Lamppu, Stuart Nunn 
and Gary Jones. On the next trip he 
went past Hallman and pressured 


.Lindfors. Hallman seemed to slow. 


Then, the rains came. The dust clouds 
diminised almost imperceptibly, as if 
slowly erased by the descending 
grayness, and a steady rain changed the 
color of the day. It brought traction 
where there had been choking powder, 
and the major mudbole went from thick 
to greasy. 

The leaders seemed to go still faster. 
The crowd seemed transfixed, most of 
them bareheaded and short-sleeved, and 
there was little scrambling for shelter. 

Kring was out front alone, first but 
not first. Lindfors and Hansen both 
went past Weinert when his exhaust 
pipe began to come apart. Gary Jones, 
riding steady as the rain, moved past 
Weinert into third. 

At the finish, Hansen grabbed first on 
Kring’s foul; Lindfors, next for his 
second second, then Jones and Weinert.

fifth, but broke shortly thereafter and 
was out. 

Bickers finished sixth, then Kring, 
Andersson the knife, Bob Grossi, Bob 
Thompson and Stuart Nunn. 

This year’s event at Unadilla was the 
first of two preliminary contests 
required by the F.I.M. for sanctioning 
the prestigious trophees Des Nations. 
Next year, an F.I.M. representative will 
observe the event and decide upon the 
suitability of Unadilla for the Trophees 
Des ' Nations. The AMA will then 
officially file application to hold the 
contest there in 1974.

VEHICLE INVENTORY 


All trail-riders in the state of 
Washington “have a stake in the success 
of the All-Terrain Vehicle Trail, Area 
and Road Inventory”, Larry Poitras, 
President of the Washington State 


Motorcycle Trade Association, 
announced. 

The inventory of all present and 
potential ATV trails and areas was 


mandated by the 1971 comprehensive 
ATV act passed by the Legislature and 
further amended in 1972. Proceeds’ 
from the annual $5 ATV use permit 
(not required of those with 
road-licensed bikes) and from the rebate 
of gas taxes collected from ATV users 
will be disbursed to state, county and 
municipal land mangement agencies ‘‘on 
a basis determined by the amount of 
present or proposed ATV trails or areas 
on which they permit ATV use” 
according to the law. These monies shall 
be expended by each agency only for 
ATV trail and area related expenses, 
Poitras emphasized. 

On a local level, county and regional 
planning commissions will coordinate 
the inventory effort. They must, of 
necessity, rely on user groups to aid in 
the mapping effort. Trail-riders who 
wish to participate in the inventory 
should contact the cooperating agencies 
and district offices of the Dept. of 
Natural Resourees, 

Since the inventory must be 
completed by August 18th, user 
participation is urgently requested.

CARLSBAD, CAL., July 16, 1972 — 
Even though they knew the ACA hada 
race already scheduled at Carlsbad, 
Orange County Raceway put on a big 
pro-am event today. The people who 
lost out, of course, were the racers who 
lost an event from one or the other. In 
any event, there was a light turnout as 
only 77 riders (compared to 200 at last 
week’s Riverside event) came to 
Carlsbad today. Those who did had a 
very good time, did some intensely 
involved racing, and were able to 
spectate for even some more. 

The ACA paid cash prizes to Juniors 
which may have been part of the reason 
for the hammer-and-tongs warfare on 
the track. There were over a dozen 
spills, but nobody was seriously hurt. 

There were only four races run but 
the combining of classes added a good 
deal of interest to the proceedings. For 
example they ran all of the production 
classes together. This meant that for 20 
laps the slowest tiddler was out there 
with the fastest Open bike. The latter 
was the Honda 750 of Jim Dunham 
which pulled out a dominating lead 
after a short tussle with several other 
750’s, one of which fell trying to get 
around Dunham, 

The little 50 and 100cc: machines 
may look as though they require very 
little skill to get around. Quite to the 
contrary they require some incredible 
concentration and skill even if they 
aren’t a spectator’s delight. If you slow 
down a little too much on one of the 
tiddlers it takes a very long time to 
regain the lost speed. One also has to be 
very smooth and predictable (to say 
nothing of brave and trusting) since a 
bobble at the wrong time can put one 
right in the path of a faster machine. 
Today those faster machines were going 
over 100 which is 50 miles an hour 
faster than the tea cup racers. It can 
shake you up pretty badly if you 
connect at that kind of speed 
differential. 

The Junior GP classes were getting 
money and there was a good turn-out 
and some surprising riding on the way 
to it. Chuck Strohmenger put his TD-3 
Yamaha far in front of*the rest of the 
field in the 250 class, The Anza Cycle 
sponsored Kawasakis of Terry Stanart, 
Tom Ross, and Tom Hermon forced 
their way into the top positions in the 
100, 175, and 500 classes respectively. 
Tom Ross was second overall in the 
lightweight event. Bud Keeley (Hon) did 
a number on the 350 class for that 
Junior win after a long dice with Jon 
Ahlroth (Yam). 

Gerhard Klemm on a Norton Atlas 
was the day’s fast Junior and took 
second overall behind the day’s star, 
George Kerker (Hon), George spent 
quite a few laps fooling with Jim 
Dunham who was half serious. They 





spent a lot of time playing footsie on 
the straight, kicking at each other in the 
turns, and having a good time until 
Dunham tried to get under George in 
the third turn and found that the rear 
tire didn’t get sufficient traction when it 
wasn’t on the ground. So Kerker had to 
amuse himself. At one point he decided 
to do a wheelie down wheelie hill 
leading to the last tum, The resulting 
tank slapper caused him to lose interest 
in that. 

Bob Nelson and Dale Alexander were 
the other two Open class Seniors, but 
Alexander’s 812 Honda stopped running 
when it got overly cooled by the air 
coming in through the hole that the rod 
punched in the case, Nelson was given 
the official second although he was a 
ways back because he ran into some 
trouble when he tried to negotiate turn 
two on his right exhaust pipe and the 
front wheel using the fence as a berm. 

It was a lot of fun if not super-pro 
event, but that just added to the 
down-looseness of the day. There 
weren't too many spectators, but among 
them was Bob Endicott who had just 
gotten out of the hospital. It will be a 
while before he rides again, but he is 
pointed that way.

This 
one stated: ‘Have permission from 
FMB. Phone immediately.” Well, 
Goodwin called immediately and set up 
the details which included a plane flight 
to Los Angeles on July 3. On June 16 
Goodwin received notice from the 
FMB: “Organizers release Gerboers and 
Robert for July 8.” One week later, 
while talking with Robert’s secretary, 
Goodwin got wind of trouble brewing 
for the first time. He called Sylvain but 
was assured there were not any 
problems. Several days later, Geboers 
called Goodwin with a changed view. 
The FMB decided it did not want to 
allow its two biggest stars to leave the 
country at the same time. The 
organization said that if the riders left 
and rode the Coliseum anyway, that it 
(the FMB) would pull their licenses. 
Sure, they could continue to ride FIM 
sanctioned events, but they would not 
be able to race in their own country...a 
real sticky deal. Then Goodwin received 
word from the FMB that their first 
telegram was in error and should had 
said “Organizers not release Geboers 
and Robert for July 8.’’ Sylvain was all 
packed and had his’ motorcycle crated 
up. He sat at his home waiting for the 
FMB to release him. All the way up to 
Friday afternoon (in California), Sylvain 
waited. It never came and neither did 
Sylvain to America. Joel? Despite 
having filled out all entry forms, etc., he 
never did sign a contract and was only 
advertised-once in Cycle News as being

entered. When the problems arose, his 
name was immediately withdrawn from 
the advertising.

IRVINE; CAL., July 16, 1972 — The 
bad luck Gremlins were out in full force 
at the Tastee Freeze Pro-Am ‘Classic 
Sunday at Orange County Raceway. It 
seemed safer to be in second than in 
first as the leaders had more than their 
share of mechanical ills. 

This race marked the first real joint 
venture between the AFM and AMA 
since the AFM became a part of the 
AMA. The fine ice cream folks at Tastee 
Freeze sponsored the race and paid real 
money in the two pro events, a 250 
Junior-Expert race and an Expert only 
open race. 

Daytona winner Don Emde seemed 
to serve notice he’d be the man to beat 
by handily winning the Open heat race. 
And he did run away with the 250 
money race on the Dinesen Yamaha, 
while Howard Lyngard was a distant 
second. But in the Open Pro race Don 
found himself in some very- tight 
company in the likes of Jim Chen, Rudy 
Galindo, and Ron Pierce. Ron and Jim 
both got by on occasion but Emde 
could usually get the lead back with his 
superior horsepower. But Don went off 
and detuned his bike early in the race 
and Chen did likewise. 

Meanwhile, a low flying Steve 
McLaughlin, who had started last due to 
an oil line failure in the heat race, 
caught the leaders and there was a new 
trio swapping places. Galindo DNF’d 
and on the final laps it seemed to be 
Steve’s race as the powerful Honda 
would pull away from Pierce on the 
straights while Ron would pull up in the 
twisties. Only yards from the checker 
some unknown malfunction caused 
Steve to lose power and Pierce won it. 
But Steve’s second was very popular and

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Finding the Superbike That Lurks Within Those 


By Art Friedman 

One of the biggest problems with 
Honda is that they make machines with 
incredible potential. They develop one 
or two individual machines for racing 
which prove the possibilities inherent in 
their bike and then withdraw, leaving 
the person who is interested in racing a 
Honda with a terrible sense of 
frustration. Even if you knew what to 
do, there is no way that you could get 
or make the parts that appear on the 
Daytona 750’s, right? 

Wrong. 

Yoshimura Racing and Checkered 
Flag Customs can sell you a Honda 750 
engine that can win Daytona, a 350 
twin that will deliver 53 horsepower 
and be competitive against 350 Yamaha 
road racers, or an XL 250 that will put 
out very competitive power, They will 
do all this in with an engine that eases 
up on power and is surprisingly 
un-cammy. 

The whole thing starts in Japan with 
a fellow known as “‘Pops’’ Yoshimura. 
Mr, Yoshimura is a wizard with four 
strokes. He produces incredible amounts 
of power from Honda motorcycles and 
cars, and he is now getting into the 
Yamaha and Kawasaki four strokes. 
(The latter is the 902cc double overhead 
cam model which hasn’t even seen 
dealers in this country.) All the 
products that Pops produces are tested 
and proven on the flow bench, the 
dyno, and the race course. 

For example, the four-into-one 
collector systems are very popular at the 
moment and so research has naturally 
begun in that area. The first thing that 
we were told had been discovered was 
that none of the other systems tested 
could produce as much power as the 
stock pipes without producing more 
noise. Yoshimura’s pipe will, if it is 
produced. “The first thing that they 
discovered,” said Dale Alexander, one 
of the owners of Yoshimura Racing, the 
importers, “was that none of the known 
formulas work. It is purely cut and try. 
The system that works the best is all 
unequal length.” 

Probably, the best known Yoshimura

products is the 750 Fours that appeared 
at Daytona in the hands of Gary Fisher 
and Roger Reiman and looked to be 
preparing to smoke the troops when 
they packed up. The same scene had 
occurred the fall before at Ontario and 
Grandstand trouble-shooting had it that 
the cam chain woes experienced by the 
750’s that won Daytona in 1970 were 
uncurable. This would seem to be true 
until you look at the Junior circuit. 
Jimmy Chen hasn’t been put out by 
engine failure at all and he rides a 
Honda 750 prepared by Yoshimura. 

The 750 does have problems, though, 
according to Alexander. The rods tend 
to give up the game if over-revved 
slightly. This problem is being 
researched at the moment, and a cure 
may be forthcoming. There is another 
problem that the 750 has that makes it 
unsuitable for many courses: it weighs a 
lot. All that weight makes it kind of 
unsuitable for short twisty courses. 

Does Yoshimura have an answer for 
that problem? Yes: the 500 four, While 
it can’t make the power that a 750 can, 
the 500 seems much more reliable and 
can take over-revving (as shown when 
the dyno popped out of gear) without 
puking its little heart out. It also is 
smaller so it handles better, stops better, 
goes around corners faster, and punches 
a better hole in the air. All of which 
kind of makes the 500 the Yoshimura 
Secret Weapon. 

You can get a ready-to-beat-the-world 
750 engine for $1995 less carbs. A 
similarly strong 500 will cost you 
$1200. Why the difference? “Honda has 
gotten better,” says Alexander. There 
are less parts in the 500 that need to be 
replaced because of their quality or 
strength. By comparison, a Yoshimura 
350 twin cost $1300. 

Sounds great if you are a road racer 
or a rich drag racer, but how about the 
street rider? I was allowed to ride both 
Fujio Yoshimura’s and Dale Alexander’s 
street machines. (Fujio is the son of 
“Pops”.) They aren’t run-of-the-mill 
Hondas. Fujio’s Honda is a 750. Except 
for the dual disc hung on the front it 
looks stock. It even idles. But it also

confirms the claim, It is a jet. 

Before I rode Dale Alexander’s 


machine, I was put on a stock 500 four 
that was in for a power-lifting. Power 
melts away on the stocker by 8000 rpm. 
The Honda of Alexander will pull a 
clean 11 grand. As a matter of fact, at 
normal rev range, about 5000 or less, it

feels like the stock bike. His hasn’t been 
given the full treatment either, just the 
basics: a cam and pistons. It still idles, 
too. If you want to go the whole 
enchilada on your 500, there are 23 
parts that Yoshimura modifies or 
replaces. This includes goodies like a 
six-speed transmission, alloy rods, and 
those neat CR carburetors. It also 


includes small items like a clutch cable 
for clip-on handlebars. 





There are 30 parts for the CB-750 
and even more for the 350 twin. 
THERE’S MORE THAN POWER 

If you are going to make your Honda 
capable of blasting by anything on the 
street, it would be handy to be able to 
deal with problems like corners and stop 
lights. This is where Checkered Flag 
Customs comes into the picture. The 
only thing that they sell are items that

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bolt on the lower end of your front 
fork, but they make a world of 
difference. A dual disc installation goes 
right on and will put your Honda Four’s 
stopping in the same league with its 
acceleration.

experienced to be appreciated. The only 
possible drawback is that an 
inexperienced fist could lock the front 
wheel at a very inconvenient time. 
Checkered Flag encountered a 
problem when they decided to produce 
a dual disc arrangement for the CB 500. 
There isn’t adequate mounting points 
for a second disc. So they made new 
fork legs out of magnesium alloy. In 
addition to being lighter the CFC legs 
offer the additional advantage of having a 
much greater amount of bearing area 
with the fork tubes. This reduces fork 
flexing and binding handling under all 
conditions. There is some very 
thoughtful engineering in there. 
THERE IS ALWAYS THE DIRT 
Although it isn’t very far along in 
development yet, Yoshimura is also 
playing with the XL 250. Dyno tests 
were ' run on the Webco Dyno recently. 
A stock XL 250 was put on the dyno 
and fooled with until it would put out 
its maximum power. It produced a 
maximum of 16.84 horsepower at the 
rear, wheel. A .Yoshimura version with 


tweak the engine (and mind) of an unsuspecting CB 500 owner. 


the stock exhaust system was dropped 
on the dyno and it put out 22.87 
horsepower. With a loud pipe not quite 
two bhp were gained. Even with the 
quiet pipe the XL 250 puts out the 
power to be competitive with the two 
strokes and has a better powerband in 
the bargain. It will cost you $218.60 
less the pipe and shipping. 

Yoshimura is presently working on 
his own quiet pipe for the XL 250 
which will add a little more icing to the 
four-stroke lover’s cake. 

They also make goodies for the 125 
and 100 singles. Alexander says that the 
125 can be made into a competitive 
road racer for $1100. Somewhere in 
there is a fast dirt machine.

Since we had just finished’ testing a 
stock Honda 750 the chance to ride the 
Yoshimura 750 came along at just the 
right time. The machine that we rode 
was an early model with the early (read 
“loud”) exhaust system. Except for the 
dual disc set-up and a Japanese license 
plate it looked like any other CB-750. 

When Fujio Yoshimura started it, it 
settled into an idle right away. The first 
clue I was given that this machine had a 
past was when I blipped the throttle. It 
didn’t respond like our test machine. 
The R’s climbed very rapidly. Still, low 
speed response was almost the same as 
the stocker. A lack of camminess is a 
Yoshimura trademark. You could let it 
drop down to 3000 rpm and it would 
respond to the throttle just like the 
stocker. 

Away from the stop sign it was a 
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rocket ship. You have to remember that 
it weighs 500 pounds, I kept thinking. 
Only it didn’t feel that way. It flew. 
Fifth came along before you expected 
it. The speedo showed 150 (kilometers) 
when I got my first chance to glance at 
it. The machine didn’t mind it at all if 
the tach smacked the red zone. 

The brakes responded with the same 
immediacy that the engine does. Lord. 
The double disc is really the hot set-up, 
if you are getting the hot set-up. 

I took it down a curvaceous road near 
the distributor’s. The only fault in the 
machine became apparent in the high 
speed, full throttle turns; the frame is 
somewhat overwhelmed by all that 
power flowing through it, and it begins 
to wag its tail a little bit. It was never 
threatening in the use that I gave it. I 
kept it down to around 180 kilometers 
(keys?) per (metric?) hours, but I am 
told that it will do about 150 American 
with the appropriate gearing and bars. 
This is a tractable street machine, 
remember.

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BAYMARE: 
A CHANCE 
TO BE HEROES 


By John Huetter 

SOMIS, CAL. July 16, 1972 — Hordes 
of breathless Novices, would-be 
hotshoes, and cherrypickers descended 
on a reworked Baymare race course for 
the first all-Junior bash in much too 
long. They encountered a new, 
sand-based track that slowed down the 
smaller displacement machines — but 
eliminated some of the dust and 
hard-packed adobe surface. The sandy 
track made for whoop-de-doos as the 
day wore on but the berms held up 
better than the usual dust piles. 

The organizers have got to be 
complimented on a water truck that 
worked all day in a valiant effort to 
maintain visibility and traction, plus a 
group of young but conscientious 
flagmen who seemed to remember what 
they were there for. The result was a 
safe racing situation for a bunch of 
riders whose desire sometimes exceeded 
their skill. 

The five or more races breakdown of 
riders produces fierce, if not necessarily 
polished, competition in each division. 
Baymare officials wisely split divisions 
with about 20 riders per moto and six 
classes each for Beginner and Novice. 
The result was a long day and motos 
that got increasingly shorter as the day 
got longer. 

The original 15-minute motos were 
reduced to about half that by the time 
everybody had their final go. This 
meant the start was about half the race. 
If you could get over the start hill in 
good position, you could hold on. There 
really wasn't time to work through the 
pack or wedr down anybody in 8-10 
minutes. Nobody seemed to mind too 
much, though, particularly the top five 
from each class who carried home the 
brass. 

There was actually not too much 
domination of the scene by any one 
rider; even those who managed 1-1-1 






sweeps were seriously challenged and 


sometimes headed. Among the 
super-shoes who outlasted and went 
faster, Mike Puckless (CZ) in the 


Beginner 250 A and Steve Shehem 
(Hus) in the 500 Novice seemed to have 
the best command of their classes. 

Steve Rosen (Suz) also managed to 
sweep the 100 Novice, receiving some 
spirited challenge from Randy Porter 
(Hod), who led at times and managed a 
second overall. Doug Dryer did not look 
like a Beginner in sweeping the Beginner 
125 A. He piloted a very rapidBultaco 
like he knew the course blindfolded. He 
was chased in by Bruce English in all 
three motos, to provide the scorers with 
one of the less complex jobs of the day. 

The four-strokes had their day in the 
100 Beginner class where young Mike 
Hogan (Hon) picked up two wins to 
take first overall ahead of Rick Reihms 
on another Honda. First ring-ding rider 
was Jeff Sherwood on a springer DKW. 

The 500 Beginners were run with the 
Novices, since there were only eight 
entries, and Robert Grundew (Suz) 
managed to stay ahead of a lot of riders 
with more racing experience to take the 
overall. At times, he was up to third or 
fourth in the sand- spraying pack of 
Open class machines and riders. 

A number of riders put on good 
shows in one or two motos but couldn’t 
manage to make good finishes in all 


three rounds. Larry Burgess (DKW) 
comes to mind, though there were 
others who, say, took a first and a 


fourteenth in the rough and tumble 
Junior action. One young rider got into 
the lead in his first moto ever, didn’t 
realize it, and started pushing so hard to 
catch the riders he was lapping that he 
threw it away. Sometimes you have to 
race with your head as well as your 
throttle hand.

HOT SCOTT TAKES FIRST EXPERT 


The Californians returned to Castle 
Rock looking for revenge after losing 
both the Expert and Junior finals in °71 
to Sonny Burres and Randy Scott. They 
got their revenge and made it a sweep in 
both classes before another record 
crowd in the eighth running of the 
$12,000 event. 

Rookie Gary Scott (Tri), who has 
been knocking on the winner’s door 
most of the season, put it all together 
this time and was near untouchable. 

Scott roared into the fast slot during 
time trials with a new one lap track 
record and had time over second place 
by the widest margin ever scored in the 
eight years of the event. 

The crowd didn’t have to wait until 
the races for the action to start on 
Saturday. It is traditional for the riders 
to receive a few warm-up laps prior to 
the actual races, during which, Chuck 
Joyner and Paul Bostrom fell off, 
touring the track in second gear. Gene 
Romero found a small hole and stuck 
his foot in it, also falling off. 

The worst luck was saved for the ’71 
winner, Sonny Burres. He had qualified 
in 18th spot the night before but in the 
final practice, he scattered his engine all

over the track. When seen walking to 
the pits, he carried .part of his engine 
with him. 

The show opened on a sour note with 
the first Expert heat. On the third turn 
of the first lap, Washington rider Ross 
Roberts fell in front of: five riders. 
Riders and machines ran -in all 
directions: off the track and down an 
embankment, but the race was ordered 


to continue by the referee. Riders, 
mechanics. and the crowd voiced 
disapproval to no avail. 

Scott took the win over Kenny 


Roberts with Terry Dorsch in third and 
Chuck Joyner in fourth for last direct 
transfer to the final. Al Kenyon, Gene 
Romero, Dave Sehl and Dave Hansen 
took the four Semi spots. 

Cal Rayborn led the second heat race 
until giving way to Jim Rice on the 
eighth lap. National point leader, Mark 
Brelsford, was fifth at the end of the 
first round and ended up third, behind 
Rayborn. Randy Scott took the last 
spot for the final with John Hateley, 
Dick Mann, Ed Jermann and Paul 
Bostrom going to the Semi.

Make believe someone threw a rcac race and every- 
body came. Well, just about everybody. The truth is, 
July 21 through 23 some of the best riders in the world 
will be coming to Laguna Seca in Monterey for the 
Kawasaki Superbike International. And let's face it, a lot 
has to do with the total prize fund. A bulging $50,000! 

Who's going to be there? An all-star cast! Amer- 
ica’s number one contender Dick “Buggs” Mann looks 
at it this way: “It is going to be a 125 mile mad dash 
with about ten guys equally capable of winning.

CURNUTT ON SHOCKS 


By John Huetter 

One Saturday night about 18 years 
ago, Charles Curnutt started to prepare 
his bike for a desert race the next days 
He hadn’t been too impressed with the 
one inch travel on the rear suspension of 
his 200cc Ariel so he started to prepare 
it for the race by redsigning the rear end 
to accommodate eight-inch travel shock 
absorbers. 

He cut off the rear frame with a 
cutting torch, and put on shocks and a 
swing arm of his own design. He 
finished about two in the morning and 
got up shortly after dawn to go out on a 
Moose Run. Chuck fell about 10 times 
in the first half mile, being used to an 
essentially rigid rear end. He finally 
sorted out the handling and before the 
end of the run-knew what a suspension 
was supposed to do. That was the 
beginning of Curnutt shocks. 

Surrounded by controversy, his 
product both bad-mouthed and 
violently defended, Charles Curnutt has 
continued to build shocks unlike any 
others from that day to the present. 
Seldom has there been so much strong 
feeling generated over such a seemingly 
straightforward -accessory as shock 
absorbers. Maybe it’s the long travel 
philosophy of Curutt himself, or the 


fact that people can’t believe that

anything so simple can actually work. 
Charlie Curnutt built the shocks to 
help him go across the desert faster and 
they’re now in use by a, second 
generation of desert riders. Curnutts 
were born in the desert (Chuck ran a 
Triumph with 6% inch travel shocks for 
years.) and the desert argued for long 
travel suspension. The 3.7 inch travel 
shocks currently produced are a 
compromise that makes the units more 
acceptable to most riders, though the 
4.7 inch travel shocks are getting more 
acceptance all the time. Curnutt himself 
feels that if motocross had been as big 
when he was doing the basic 
development as it is now, that it would 
have been a better proving ground for 
suspensions. As evidence of his 
dedication to long travel, Curnutt is 
currently working on a 7-8 inch front 
and rear travel suspension dirt machine. 
With a long shock, you have to make 
a strong shaft. Curnutts have a half-inch 
of heat-treated stainless steel cut and 
threaded as the core of the shock. The 
main approach to building a Curnutt is 
one of simplicity and reliability. The 
philosophy is that of functional 
improvement rather than aesthetic 
appeal. Curnutt advises that it is really a 
competition shock; he is not trying to 
reach other markets. Longevity and

dependability of the unit are very 
important to him. This is another reason 
that the shock is as large as it can be and 
still fit on a bike. The size helps to avoid 
burning up the shocks on long 
cross-country runs. There are other 
features in a Curnutt to ensure that it 
lasts as long as it has to in order to win, 
or complete a long run. Even if the main 
seal blows out in a long race, there’s 
another 0-ring that will keep the shocks 
working. Some of the Automatic 
Transmission Fluid may leak out, but 
not enough to cause difficulty with the 
handling of the bike. 

Additionally, the shock was designed 
and built to allow the rider to work 
with them himself, rebuilding them on 
his own when that’s necessary. ATF was 
chosen as the fluid medium because it’s 
readily available. The shocks use seals 
that are readily available anywhere. The 
0-rings are also a common neoprene-like 
material. The metals in the shock are 
not intended to be replaced. The steel is 
stainless (as mentioned) and 4130 
chrome-moly. The aluminum is 2024 
aircraft grade. There is no spot welding 
or anything of that type involved in the 
manufacture. 

With this quality of construction, it 
would be possible to charge more for 
Curnutt shocks but years of riding have 
definitely influenced Charles Curnutt’s 
pricing structure. The price is pretty 
much what it’s been for years and it’s 
only recently that Curnutts have been 
available through dealers, mostly 
outside of California. One reason the 
shock was not marketed through dealers 
is that each shock is too much of a 
custom design. A set of shocks is built 
based on the bike they’re to go on, rider 
weight, and type of competition. 

Based on experience and reports on a 
particular bike from riders, Curnutt will 
come up with a basic shock that’s a 
good start for the machine in question. 
The rider weight determines the spring 
to be used with the shock, Curnutt 
believes his shocks should settle one 
inch on the 3.7” size with a rider 
aboard, two inches on the 4.7”’ size. 

Use for motocross or desert 
determines the preload of the spring. 
It’s not a big thing, but there are subtle, 
real distinctions. For TT or FT, it’s a 
very different sort of thing. Discussion 
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841 E. Whittier Blvd. La Habra 
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with the rider as to his needs helps to 
settle on a final design. The same applies 
to Trials work, where Cumutts are 
finding increasing acceptance. Tuning 
the shocks for the rider and type of 
riding is most improtant, and _ it’s 
recommended that you bring-your scoot 
in for the first “fitting” of your shocks. 

But why bother with Curmnutts? They 
settle, using up some of the useful 
travel. They make funny noise. They 
look funny. Even if they are fairly 
simple to rebuild, your corner dealer 
probably doesn’t stock the parts. So 
why bother? Well, according to Chuck 
Curnutt, if you’re going to have the best 
suspension, it has to be specific. 
Generalized solutions are not the 
answer. If you’re going real slow on 
motocross shocks, they’ll top out, but 
will do the job when you get up to 
speed. Trials shocks work just the 
opposite. The reason for allowing the 
shocks to settle is that most bumps are 
actually holes, so you need some 
downward travel available in the 
suspension to allow the rear wheel to 
drop down. A rock is one of the few 
cases where a wheel bounces up. So 
two-way travel (with about two inches 
of settling on a five inch shock) is 
important to let the wheel go both up 
and down. This keeps the rear wheel in

contact with the ground, and driving. 

Curnutts also have a single floating 
valve within the shock tube that 
prevents the rear end of the bike from 
squatting down when accelerating or 
negotiating ripples at high speed, 
thereby using up useful shock travel. 
That is about the only moving part. 
There are-no rubber bumpers on 
Curnutt shocks. A shock shouldn’t 
bottom under regular competition use. 
Well, maybe it should bottom about 
once per lap in MX but when it does, 
the rider should be aware of it and not 
have bumpers to hide the fact. 

Bottoming causes the side-hopping of 
bikes over the rough, like 
whoop-de-doos, and can make a rider 
high-side if he tries to increase speed 
and doesn’t back off some. 

What is this marvel shock that allows 
the subtle tuning of the suspension to 

- the bike and rider? Well, actually it’s 
not much at all. With expectations of 
some complex system of bleed orifices 
and graduated washers, pipes and fluid 
return tubes, it’s almost a 
disappointment to see the workings of 
the Curnutt. 

The first Curnutts were just a simple 
dash pot: a piston in a tube of fluid. 
They havn’t changed much. Chuck

quietly 












oscillation that occurs in cornering. And 
that’s the way Curnutts are today. 
There’s a piston with four small holes in 
it attached to the steel shaft and a valve, 
with one hole in it, around the shaft. 
The valve floats above the piston 
providing downward dampening only at 
low speeds and two-way dampening at 
high speeds. 

This little assembly gets, tucked in a 
metal tube of ATF. That’s it: The 
Curnutt shock. You can’t really say 
much about the mechanical workings of 
it except that it does seem to work. 
Sometimes it works very well indeed 
where more complex designs don’t 
make it. Curnutt claims the valve can be 
adjusted to accomplish anything you 
desire from the suspension, but this fine 
tuning is more art than science, acquired 
over the past 15 or so years. The 
Curnutt shock now represents an 
optimum design for simple practicality. 
Any further tuning of the suspension is 
very sublte. 

How did the Curnutt shock get that 
way in the first place, when most other 
designs are 180 degrees the other way in 
their approach. Curnutt explains it. 

“It helps to deliberately avoid 
studying what other people do. A lot of 
what they do is wrong. I’ve never even 
had another kind of shock 
apart...except an old Ford shock some 
years ago. Tradition is so strong in 
motorcycling — they haven’t changed in 
years. There are plenty of experts to 
show why change is wrong. There are 
good riders who won’t go as fast on a 
changed thing and that proves it to 
them” 

He continues with an almost 
whimsical gleam in his eyes, “I’ve got a 
lot of little projects going on now, that 
are really going to surprise some 
people.” He later hints that the first big 
change in Curnutt suspension units, and 
other stuff, may be forthcoming in the 
not too distant future. My curiosity is 
whetted but further questions get no 
more information, just that gleam in the 
eyes. 

Y hales Curnutt has been approached 
more than once to build the all-purpose 
shock to fit any bike and accommodate 
the median “percentile” rider. He 
refused because such a shock wouldn’t 
work as well as a Curnutt tuned shock. 
Charles Curnutt couldn’t really put his 
name to an inferior shock absorber.

BARSTOW, CAL., July 15, 1972 — 
There’s nothing like having a weird 
problem to encourage one to try an 
equally weird solution. For instance, 
suppose you like to ride in the desert, 
but dislike the idea of being cooked 
when. the temperature climbs to the 115 
degrees point? Now this is definitely a 
weird problem. Most people avoid 
things like wars, earthquakes, forest 
fires, and the desert in the summer. But 
not motorcyclists. Really, what’s life if 
you can’t ride your scooter on the 
weekend? Some riders solve the 
problem by ignoring it. These hardy 
types load themselves with salt tablets, 
their campers with beer and dare the 
desert sun to do its worst. But others 
have found a new solution, one which 
has been gaining popularity all out of 
proportion to its inherently weird 
nature. The solution? Ride at night of 
course, when the temperature drops to a 
mere 95. 

Two years ago there was one night 
enduro, a savage affair marked by 
blinding powder dust and hosted by the 
Prospectors. Last year there were two 
night enduros and this year there will be 
three or more. One club even asked to 
put on a night enduro National 
Championship! The first of the series 
was held this weekend near Barstow and 
was sponsored by the NRVRA. This 
Organization which sponsors such 
mindblowers as dunecycle enduros and 
minibike enduors found night time 
enduros to be perfectly in keeping with 
their image. And lots of riders who 
wouldn’t have come within 300 miles of 
the starting line if the same group threw 
anormal daytime enduro, eagerly signed 
up for a night time version. Like I say, 
the word is weird. 

The desert is very, very dark at night. 
In fact, it’s hard to appreciate just how 
dark it is without spending some time 
out there without lights. To cope with 
the situation the riders very 
imaginatively rigged up lights of every 
description. The best and most 
expensive solution is a quartz-iodide 
light such as is used in races like the 
Mint 400 and Baja. Another solution is 
to tape a large dry cell battery to the gas 
tank and use it to power either a 
headlight or a miner’s light which is 
mounted on the rider’s helmet. Many 
riders take the night enduros seriously 
and rig lights that enable them to see 
their timekeeping devices. One rider 
fitted his headlight with a translucent 
shield that not only kept the glare from 
his eyes but also trans-illuminated his 
route sheet which was taped to the 
shield! 

By daytime standards the run was so 
easy that it would not have rated the 
classification “Enduro”. But at night, 
it’s different; even a dirt road can be 
challenging, especially if there’s some 
dust, which there always is in the desert. 
The course was laid out in two loops, 
the first 44 miles long and the second 
38 miles long. Actually the second loop 
was more like a Figure eight than a 
loop, and it brought the riders through 
the pits about 10 miles from the end. 
The tie breaker check was right in the 
pits, though no one knew it beforehand. 

Course obstacles were kept to a bare 
minimum. There was a mildly rocky hill 
on the first loop and a sandwash on the 
second to provide interest, but the 
entire. course could easily have been 
ridden on a road bike, and 9/10’s of it 
could be driven in a pickup. Schedule 
speeds. were also kept low, with much of 
thé course being run at 12 and 18 mph. 
This caution on the part of the 
organizers paid off in a high number of 
finishers. and universal good feeling. 
Everyone had a good time, and there 
were no reported injuries. 

A person who kept his eyes open 
could see a number of strange sights at 
the enduro. There were some old four 
strokes running this one including a 
Goldstar. You don’t see many of them 
these days. Some of the riders took girl 
friends and wives along for the ride and 
they did just fine on the mild course. 
Not all the strange things were related 
to motorcyclists. This writer observed a 
three-inch long scorpion wandering 
around camp. I thought of that little bit 
of meanness quite often in the course of 
the evening as I noticed the chicks 
wandering around the camp in skimpy 
sandals and bare feet. 

The organization of the run was 
excellent. The course was well marked, 
thanks in part to the help of Ed Wight’s 
CERA bunch, and the checks were 
reasonably accurate. The club was a bit 
short handed and appreciatively took up 
Chuck Clayton’s offer to help by giving 
him a check to handle all by himself! 

No winners were announced but tales

of very low scores were common after 
it was over. The best I heard was Dave 
Ekins who lost only one point and beat 
Bob Steffan, who also lost only one 
point, in the tiebreaker. Kluttz of the 
month award goes to whoever dreamed 
up the idea of marking the timecheck 
cards, which were white, with a yellow 
pen. Next best thing to invisible ink at 
night! 

Results in about two weeks. Hook up 
your lights. There’s two or three more 
nights of moonlight madness scheduled 
for this balmy summer season.

line. White. then was moved to the third 
line over the howls from the crowd. 
Tom was saved from certain defeat 
when Washington’s Sam Martin flipped 
end over end on the second lap, forcing 
the red flag out.

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“District 37 goes in search of a windmill 
aboard a great white whale.’

I first heard it whispered in the 
hallowed corridors of Cycle News. The 
District meeting this month was really 
going to be a hot one! Then several 
people called me to make sure I’d heard 
the news. Don’t miss the District 
meeting! 

Well, I didn’t miss it, but I wish I had. 
It seems the new Califomia’ ORV 
registration law which recently went 
into effect has some of the district 
riders very upset. The routine business 
of the meeting was dispensed with in a 
hurry so that the district reps could get 
to the matter that was bugging them. 
The grievances against the new law were 
many, and seemingly quite valid. 

The registration fee is $15 per bike 
(for two years) and some families had 
four or more bikes. Sixty dollars is a lot 
of money. The way the money is to be 
spent either does us no good, or actually 
does us harm. A good chunk will simply 
go to administer the law (bureaucratic 
paperwork). Some of it will go to the 
counties, who will use it for law 
enforcement. And part of it will go to 
the DMV, who are already setting up an 
off-road vehicle code. More 
harrassment. More helicopters. 

The Victors M.C. stated that they, as 
individuals, were not going to pay the 
registration fee and by implication 
suggested it might be a good idea if 
others did likewise. (I worded that very 
carefully because the Victors have 
placed themselves right on the hairy 
edge of a criminal conspiracy charge, 
which is a felony.) Secondly they made 
a motion that the District 37 body 
recommend to the Board of Directors 
that $5,000 of District funds be 
allocated for the purpose of hiring an 
attorney to investigate the possibility 
that the law is unconstitutional and to 
work for its repeal, or modification. 

Fire for this action came from two 
principle sources. First Alice Rhea 
wrote a very impassioned article in 
Cycle News entitled “Are You Going to 
Buy Your Own Cross?”’ In a flow of fine 
rhetoric she says if they want $15 from 
her, they’re going to have to take it at 
gunpoint, a notion that strikes me as a 
bit humorous. I mean she’s a groovey 
chick, but Joan Baez she’s not. Far 
from having to collect the fee at 
gunpoint, I think the threat of ten days 
in Sybil Brand Institute would be more 
than adequate persuasion. She goes on 
to say “I delight in the freedom of the 
open desert..." Haven’t you noticed, 
Alice? There isn’t any open desert 
anymore. You have a patch at Hi Vista 
and a patch at Lucerne. And those are 
rapidly wearing out. The concept of 
thousand-rider,. unregulated Hare and 
Hounds is no longer even remotely 
viable. You might as well try to 
promote buffalo hunting from the side 
window of a 747. She then goes on to 
discuss her ideas about the 
constitutionality of the law and suggests 
that - everyone--send--a~telegram to 
Governor Reagan. 


Next came Harry Whalen, a great 
white whale who at regular intervals 
blows forth without apparent effort the 
most preposterous stench of hot air, 
half-truths and whole lies imaginable. 
One example, “Every county in the 
State of California except San Luis 
Obispo has gone on record as stating 
that they will use their share of the 
money for law enforcement purposes.” 
This bit of nonsense was delivered as 
though it came straight from the mouth 
of God. I called him on this and told 
him flatly, on the floor of the District, 
that Ididn’t believe him. He then backed 
off and said “almost” all the counties — 
San Luis Obispo was an exception —” 
and that he “had seen letters from 
Boards of Supervisors, Mayors and 
Police Chiefs...” The latter two, of 
course, don’t speak for the counties. 

Whalen stated flatly that Riverside 
County had ordered a new helicopter to 
be paid for with registration fees. That’s 
a most unlikely story, since at this time 
Riverside County could have no way of 
knowing how much, if anything, they 
were going to receive from this source. 
For that matter, it’s highly unlikely that 
all the counties are even aware of the 
new law, let alone having had occasion 
to “go on record” as planning to use it 
for law enforcement. Several counties 
don’t even have bikes, let alone a 
problem with them. Even if the 
statement were true, why does Harry 
take such a very dim view of the 
prospect of law enforcement in the 
desert? It’s a peculiar attitude, 
considering he’s claimed to be some 
kind of cop himself. Harry claims to 
represent us in Sacramento, a prospect 
which I find utterly appalling. He had 
the colossal bad taste to ask to have the 
minutes corrected to show that he had 
advocated filling the mine shafts in the 
desert with Sierra Club members. Even 
as humor, this is unacceptable in a 
public representative. He has been quoted 
by others as saying that he thinks the 
Sierra Club is a Communist plot...shades 
of the 1950s! Harry spoke very 
convincingly about a “quarter of a 
million’dollars,” a nonsense figure we’ll 
examine more closely in a minute. 

Except for giving the meeting 
something of the air of a lynch party, 
though, I don’t think Harry had much 


effect, for the simple reason that 
everyone had already come to a 
conclusion. No one except myself 


offered any opposition to the proposal 
and it passed unanimously. (I voted for 
it against my better judgment because I 
felt that’s what my club would have 
wanted.) 

I cannot pretend to have done a 
thorough research job on this law 
because up until the District meeting I 
didn’t think it was something I would 
have occasion to be involved in. Russ 
Sanford, our MORE representative, 
keeps pretty close tabs on this sort of 
thing. However, there are a few surface 
objections which I would like to offer in 
counter to the District action. If it looks 


like it’s going to turn into a real battle, 
I'll try to document the whole situation 
and present it in Cycle News. 

First, there is the matter of how 
much money is available. I tend to think 
it will not come anywhere near the 
“quarter of a million” figure that is 
bandied about. Riders actually have 
three options: They can buy ‘no 
registration at all and race on closed 
courses, such as Saddleback, Indian 
Dunes, and in sanctioned desert races; 
they can buy the off-road vehicle 
registration and ride anywhere they 
have permission except on streets and 
highways and county roads; or they can 
make their bikes street legal and ride 
anywhere, 

Most riders will, I feel, adopt either 
the first or the third alternative. 
Certainly it makes no sense for trail 
riders and enduro riders not to make 
their bikes street legal. The difference in 
cost is minimal and the difference in 
convenience is great. And for many 
enduros a bike must be street legal. The 
only group for whom off-road 
registration is a viable alternative is the 
desert racer group. Off-road racing 
outside the L.A.-San Diego area is 
virtually non-existent. There are 11,000 
district cards issued, but ‘these include 
scrambles, motocross, and enduro cards. , 
I would guess that there will be ~ 
somewhere in the vicinity of 5-8,000 
off-road vehicle registrations purchased 
the first year, which adds up to a 
maximum of $120,000. This must be 
split three ways. Of this the DMV would 
get about $40,000, about enough for 
one office, one administrator, and a 
secretary. 

The counties would get $32,000 in 
lieu of taxes to split up among — 
themselves. Obviously no one county is 
going to get enough to buy a single 
helicopter, even if you boost the figure 
to Harry’s “quarter of a million.” But 
there’s a kicker here that would act to 
prevent most counties from spending 
their share on enforcement: If they 
spend the money on trails they can get 
matching funds on a 75-25 basis from 
the Department of Parks and 
Recreation. That means that by 
spending the money to build trails and 
facilities, they'll have four times as 
much to spend, a prospect that is sure 
to gladden the heart of any 
administrator. E 

Lets examine for a moment this” 
concept of law enforcement that seems 
to bother s> many riders. I have to be 
careful here because I’ve been a 
long-time outspoken critic of the abuse 
of police power. I think the helicopters œ. 
should be removed, and while they’re at 
it, I’d like to see the guns taken away 
from most law officers. I’d like to see 
quite a few cops answer a charge of 
murder in a civil court. But that’s quite 
a different thing from objecting to 
legitimate law enforcement. The guys 
that roar through campgrounds with 
open expansion chambers? I’d love to

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see them get busted, and I don’t mind 


paying a bit for it, either. The guys that 
destroy the land, the only land we have? 
Let them vandalize concrete walls. The 
guys that come over a blind hill all 
crossed up and out of control? Two of 
them did it last year and one of them 
lost his arm. Another one died in a 
collision with a dune buggy. Maybe 
some enlightened law enforcement 
could stop this sort of carnage. The cops 
will have my support as long as they 
don’t do more harm than good, which I 
admit is always a chancy proposition. 
While we’re at it, I’d be all in favor of 
taking some kind of action to ground 
those Riverside choppers, but I don’t 
think sinking this law is a good, or even 
effective, method of doing it. 

Moving to the positive, the 
Department of Parks and Recreation, 
according to CN of 4/25/72, is 
eee planning a statewide 

etwork of motorcycle trails. This is 
such a great idea that I can hardly find 
words to express my enthusiasm for it. 
How about some trails through the 
cities and right up the length of the 
state? This registration fee won’t begin 
to finance such an operation, but maybe 
with this money and some gas tax 
money and some help from us it could 
become a reality. 

It could be that just a few dollars of 
this money could open up all kinds of 
trails in the forests above Los Angeles, 
or maybe even some more trails in 
Griffith Park. There are endless 
possibilities, and I for one don’t feel we 
should condemn the agencies involved 
before the fact. Recall that without 
fishing and hunting licenses there 
wouldn’t be any fishing and hunting. 

One other matter needs 
consideration. That is the matter of 
practicality. Let’s suppose we knew for 
a fact with the incredible future-vision 
of a Harry Whalen that all the money 
would be wasted or used against us. I 
hope I’ve cast some doubt on this by

now, but suppose you still believe it. 
Could we defeat this law? With even the 
minimum law that I know I’m sure we 
couldn’t. All of the agencies involved 
can point to legitimate needs and if that 
isn’t enough they can drag in the 
Environmental Protection Agency of 
the Federal Government. They can 
point to all kinds of precedents. We ride 
on Federal land? Fishermen fish on 
Federal land, but they buy their licenses 
from the State. Or try driving your car 
on the Federal forest without a state 
license. Discrimination? How can that 
be supported when you have three 
options? 

I’m sure for $5,000 the District can 
find a lawyer to study the case, but I’m 
equally sure that he won’t get it through 
the first court round for ten times that 
amount. Is the District prepared to 
spend 50 to 100,000 bucks to beat this 
law? The precedent that would be set if 
they somehow managed to do it would 
shake the State financial structure right 
to the ground, and you can bet they 
aren’t going to let it happen without a 
stiff fight. As far as modifying the law, 
how can you do it to ensure that the 
money gets spent the way you would 
like it spent? No one has been able to 
do it yet with any other finance bill. If 
good people are in the agencies, we'll be 
lucky and get some trails. If not, the 
money will be wasted. 

Here’s the really chilling thought. If 
you manage to get this law repealed, the 
next logical, step will be to ban you 
from the desert entirely. Damage is 
being done; people are being hurt; there 
are conflicts of interest. If no money 
and no means exists to remedy these 
problems, exclusion is the only logical 
answer. You’ve been sold a package that 
stinks. Why not give it back to the Great 
White Whale before it messes in your 
hands?

OFF-ROAD REGISTRATION 

Now that the registration of off-road 
vehicles in California is in effect, I 
cannot quite understand the sudden 
hullaballoo that has arisen over it. 
Where` were all the anti-registration 
critics when the law was being proposed 
and processed through the legislature? It 
was all documented thoroughly in the 
pages of Cycle News, at every stage over 
the past three years. 

What’s more, the registration law, as 
written, has had the full support of the 
motorcycle enthusiast organization and 
the Motorcycle Industry. Council. Our 
lobbyist Russ Sanford practically wrote 
the bill that is now law. He was very 
careful to ensure that all the predictable 
abuses are prevented’ by the wording of 
the law. 

Apparently, some of those who now 
raise their voices to condemn the 
concept of off-road vehicle registration 
are those who never bothered to read 
past the race reports in Cycle News, 
They needn’t worry— as long as a bike is 
only used in organized events that don’t 
cross public highways, they still don’t 
need a registration sticker. The same 
goes for dual-purpose bikes that are 
licensed (at greater expense) for the 
road. 

However, if you want to obtain a title 
for your dirt motorcycle, or ride it on 
public land, or cross public highways to 
connect a couple of trails, you should 
buy an ORV registration sticker. 

The only ones who need to fear ORV 
registration are those who are riding 
stolen bikes. You do have to prove 
ownership to obtain registration, and 
the engine and frame numbers had 
better be legible and unaltered. When a 
similar law went into effect in Colorado 
last year, a large number of stolen bikes 
suddenly turned up in vacant lots and 


rom theca 


alleys around Colorado Springs. I’ll bet 
that those who got their stolen scooters 
back were glad to pay the registration 
fee! 

Although prescience is not one of my 
gifts, I would hazard to predict that 
ORV registration will proceed very 
slowly in California for the first year or 
two, until motorcycle enthusiasts begin 
to see some of the benefits of their fees 
working for them, The state Park and 
Recreation Department, which 
administers the money, plans to open 
many areas and trails to motorcycle . 
riding, starting in Southern California 
and the San Francisco Bay area, where 
the needs are greatest. 

Those who counsel refusal as the 
tactic to defeat ORV registration are 
not very wise. The registration fees are 
earmarked for recreation use, and 
enforcement is way down the list of 
allowable priorities. However, I suspect 
that the fines which are collected from 
those who protest by refusing to register 
their bike will go directly into the 
treasuries of the police agencies to buy 


more cops, more guns, and more 
warrants. 
Better we should all pay our 


registration fees and proudly identify 
ourselves as motorcycle recreationists. 
Let the Park and _ Recreation 
Department gear up to our needs and, if 
after two years they haven’t begun to 
satisfy those needs, THEN let us 
reconsider when renewal time comes 
around. Nothing moves faster to satisfy 
the public these days than a bureaucrat 
whose funds are suddenly curtailed. 

Next, I suppose that we should insist 
that the hikers register their boots with 
the state, in order to pay their fair share 
of recreation expenses. Perhaps a $5 
sales ‘tax on hiking boots could be 
instituted for this purpose. Howzabout 
it, Sierra Cl::b?

HELMET LAW DIES 

Assembly Bill 744, the proposed 
compulsory helmet law for California 
motorcyclists, is dead.....at least for 
1972. Not one of the nine members of 
the Senate Transportation Committee 
voted in favor of the bill. We owe a 
special. vote of confidence to Senators 
Carrell, Schrade, Holmdahl, Kennick, 
Marks, Mills, Roberti, Walsh, and 
Whetmore for their recognition and 
understanding of the true reasons why 
motorcyclists don’t want a compulsory 
helmet law. 


HOW DID IT HAPPEN? 


‘2 So that we can better understand 


how the bill was defeated, let’s examine 
the sequence of events leading to that 
defeat, 

AB 744 was approved by the 
Assembly Transportation Committee on 
April 20th, primarily due to motorcycle 
accident and fatality statistics 
introduced by. the California Highway 
Patrol and representatives of the 


` automobile insurance companies. There 


was no opportunity to examine or offer 
a rebuttal to those statistics at that 
time. Of necessity, our opposition was 
based almost solely upon the questions 
of constitutionality, discrimination, and 
the disadvantages of wearing a helmet. 
The statistics, at face value, appeared 
to strongly support the proponents’ 
contention that helmet laws reduced 
accidents and fatalities. The statistics 
indicated that motorcycle fatality and 
injury accidents were skyrocketing out 
of all proportion to automobile 
fatalities and injuries. 
After that hearing, we began to 
gather -statistics from every ` known 
-tsource. We were aided by Mr. Chet 
Winter of the AMA, Mr. James Tranquill 
of the New York Motorcycle Rights 
Organization, Mr. Jack Zektzer of the 
Washington State Committee on Traffic 
Law Modernization, and Mr. Chuck 
“Clayton of Cycle News who personally 
‘dug out’ motorcycle statistics from the 
Department .of Public Safety in Georgia. 
These statistics, plus others which we 
were able to obtain, revealed these 
interesting facts: 
1.In the State of Georgia which has 
only a compulsory helmet law, the 
accident rate and the fatality | rate 
remain ^in direct proportion” 


tothe" 


number of motorcycles registered. 

2.In the states which have also 
adopted other safety laws (driver testing 
and licensing, eye-protection, passenger 
seats and foot-pegs, rear-view mirrors, 
etc.), motorcycle accident rates have 
been greatly decreased. This decrease in 
accidents has caused a corresponding 
decrease in fatalities and injuries when 
considered in direct proportion to the 
increased number of registrations. This 
is also statistically proven in California 
which does not have a compulsory 
helmet law. 

3.In those states which have also 
enacted helmet laws, the fatality rate 
seems to indicate very slight increases. 
Upon further examination of data taken 
from the records of medical examiners 
and coroners, it would appear that while 
deaths from head injuries decrease, 
deaths from neck and spinal injuries are 
suffered at greater frequency. Enough 
so to account for the slight increase in 
fatality rates in those states having 
compulsory helmet laws. 

As soon as these statistics began to 
take shape, we brought these facts to 
the attention of the Senate 
Transportation Committee members. 

During this entire period, we were 
busily engaged in encouraging 
motorcyclists to voice their opinion of 
AB 744 with their, elected 
representatives at the State Capitol. We 
wrote news articles, sent. MORE 
Newsletters and attended ‘motorcycle 
club meetings throughout the state to 
bring the helmet law and necessary 
action to the motorcyclist’s attention. 

We were not alone, by a long shot. 
Various motorcycle organizations, 
several authors, the AMA, the CMIC, 
and a huge number of concerned 
motorcyclists got deeply involved. The 
result was another flood of letters to 
Sacramento from California’s 
motorcycling fraternity. These letters 
helped considerably in ‘‘opening doors” 
for us at the State Capitol. 

On the day of the hearing, Monday, 
June 26th, the opposition to AB 744 
appeared in large numbers. By prior 
arrangement those who © offered 
testimony addressed their comments to 
different subjects. I led off with an 
explanation of the reasons why the 
statistics offered by the proponents of 
AB 744 could not be taken at face value 

and. presented the meaningful statistics, 


TERET earlier in this article. Chuck 


Clayton presented four helmets 
(supplied by Bell-Toptex which opposes 
mandatory helmet laws) to — the 
committee members. for their study. 
Several of the committee members 
donned the helmets and learned first 
hand of the effect which helmets have 
on hearing, peripheral vision, 
eye-glasses, and head movement in 
general. 

Next up, was Ed Armstrong, the 
engineer from San Jose who wrote the 
helmet article which appeared in the 
December, 1971 issue of AMA News. 
Mr. Armstrong presented a detailed 
analysis of motorcycle injury and 
fatality statistics from the states of New 
York and Washington, both before and 
after the enactment of compulsory 
helmet laws. His presentation proved 
quite conclusively that the way to 
reduce motorcycle injuries and fatalities 
is to reduce accidents and the way to 
reduce accidents is to educate the 
drivers of automobiles to provide safe 
operating conditions for motorcyclists. 

Mr. Ezra Ehrhardt, who is a former 
CHP member, and who has for a long 
time been actively engaged in various 
safety activities, spoke next with regard 
to the motorcyclists’ right to make his 
own decision of when and where he 
needs to wear a helmet. Mr. Ehrhardt’s 
testimony as a long-time motorcyclist 
and present Mayor of Lodi, California, 
made a favorable impact upon the 
committee members. 

Mr. Mike Hinshaw, West Coast AMA 
Representative, was next up with his 
offering of the AMA’s position 
statement on helmets. His testimony 
was very impressive and carried a great 
deal of weight in view of the large 
number of AMA members who reside in 
California. 

Mr. Harry Whalen, representing the 
CMIC, then offered testimony on behalf 
of the motorcycle dealers and helmet 
manufacturers, the people who would 
profit from compulsory helmets. The 
committee members seemed quite 
surprised to discover that the dealers 
and manufacturers are  unalterably 
opposed to compulsory helmet laws. 

Mrs. Barbara Dahms spoke next as a 
motorcyclist and motorcycling mother. 
She was very effective in explaining the 
difficulty that would be encountered in 
communicating. with her young son, 


, .Greg, 3 when he rides, behind her on the ; 
Passenger seat. 





Her testimony had a great deal of 
influence with the committee members, 
especially when she read an excerpt 
from the Senator who sponsored both 
the mandatory helmet law and the 
repeal of the law in Illinois. In that 
letter, he explained his reasons for 
repeal based upon constitutional right. 

Following Mrs. Dahms, _ several 
individual rider representatives offered 
the “grass roots” testimony which is so 
vital to these hearings. We weren’t able 
to catch all of the names, but Mr. Ron 
Roloff very convincingly represented a 
large rider group, many of whom were 
in attendance. Mr. Pat Laughlin of 
Sacramento also spoke in behalf of his 
own interests. 

All in all, the presentation by the 
oppostion to AB 744 was not only 
well-planned, but very effective. The 
members of the Senate Transportation 
Committee were quite vigorous in their 
questioning, their concern, and their 
quest for true insight into this very 
controversial subject. They are to be 
commended for their logical approach 
to the question and for their decision in 
behalf of the motorcyclist’s best 
interests. 

Senator Biddle, the sponsor of AB 
744, won the honorable respect of every 
person present with his closing remarks 
that he had introduced and sponsored 
the bill only because he honestly felt 
that the wearing of helmets would be in 
the best interests of all motorcyclists. 


ANOTHER LESSON LEARNED. 

We, the motorcyclists, have learned 
another valuable and important lesson. 
Again, we have found that “The 
System” can work for us, as well as 
against our interests. We have received a 
re-affirmation that an orderly process 
far excels the always doubtful approach 
of disorderly demonstration in any of' 
its many forms. 

We have also learned the benefit 
derived from presenting our elected 
representatives with our individual 
opinions. 

And we have also learned that if we 
can’t beat the helmet law on the basis of 
constitutional rights, we have developed 
a good statistical defense which 
disclaims the mistaken notion that 


helmets, taken alone, save lives.

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Here we go with another bit on our 
little green stickies again. Whee! I was 
accused of advocating civil idsobedience 
the other day and Alice Rhea received a 
blast from a reader that people like her 
are responsible for our hippies etc. and 
that she has contempt for law and 
order. Well, Alice can speak for herself 
and I’ll speak my piece. 

Personally, I’m against the 
registration because having seen the 
paper-work CMIC has on it, it’s just a 
grab to get some more tax money. The 
first amount in the coffers will go to the 
counties to buy helicopters so Big 
Brother can watch over you. Like all of 
us, I pay taxes til I’m ready to find a 
South Sea Island; it’s getting to be 
ridiculous and this is one more we don’t 
need. Then I.read that $100,000 of our 
tax money has been handed over to a 
study. to ‘see if they can move the 
railway tracks-away from the front of 
the Western White House. Just a study, 
mind you, if it can be done. Guess who 
pays for the moving of those tracks? 
Not RN and not the railway; us.

That’s my decision and this country was 
founded on civil disobedience when 
taxes became unbearable.

On a new bike the 
dealer does not have to list the engine 
number on the paper work. On used 
ones, when you apply, the space for 
frame and engine number are blocked 
out. They’re not looking for stolen 
bikes, just checking so they know how 
many scooters you have and then can 
let anyone else know who can figure out 
a way to tax you on ’em! 

* * * 

On to happier things. If you missed 
the Coliseum motocross, you really 
missed something. Naturally we all see 
the same race a different way; mine is 
that only in America would someone 
convert a football field into a motocross 
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course! But with what they had to work 
on, they did a bang up job on designing 
that course. European riders, who didn’t 
fare too well, had a few comments. One 
Swede, who declined to be quoted by 
name, thought it was too narrow; 
whoever got into turn one first would 
have it made (he was later proven 
wrong). The one thing he definitely 
didn’t like was that it would give 
Americans who don’t know what 
motocross is all about the wrong 
impression of such a rough sport. I 
think Dave Bickers summed the course 
up the best after a few comments as 
being “Minature”. That was about it, 
had everything in it a proper course 
does but in small scale. 

My question is, were the Americans 
that good or were the Europeans that 
bad? Motocross can often develop into a 
win for people not expected to because 
of bad luck with other riders who get 
bottled up in traffic, fall off or have 
bike problems. Still, there wasn’t one 
spectator who could disclaim Marty 
Tripes absolutely sensational ride. That 
youngster just picked ’em carefully one 
at a time and sometimes not even 
receiving assistance from his slower 
teammates as it was supposed to be a 
Yamaha team effort. His riding style 
most impressed me. Before Torsten 
Hallman suffered his back injury there 
was a lot to his style like Marty’s, very 
smooth and very controlled, but 
friend-husband (hey, gang, that’s 
Gene!...Ed.) insists Marty looks a lot 
like Robert, as the mighty Joel stands 
up at least 90% of the time without 
tiring and only sits when necessary to 
get that power to the ground. Don’t 
know what Marty’s diet is but you can 
bet your boots it’s not soda pop, fries 
and junk food. Regardless of who he 
looks like, at least he has a style, and 
every great motocrosser has or had one 
depending on whether they’re still in 
competition, and style does not consist 
of bashing around corners, feet flying 
and arms flailing. 

John DeSoto could have been really 
in contention, but good lord, John, did 
you have to live up to your title of “The 
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rear "shock- collapsed and locked and . 
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front end. Sunday moming wife Patti 
said he was ok but very stiff and sore. I 
should think so, it was a corker. Morris 
Malone on an A-Jay had to be the hard 
luck youngster of the night including 
getting some of the banners wrapped 
around his sprocket, does rather tend to 
pull down the power, you know. 

Also got to meet two new people. 
Jim Weinert .from New York who is 
considered in some circles to be a very 
under-rated rider, especially here in the 
West. An injury has slowed him down 
but he believes in physical fitness and 
weight training and that’s the way to 
go! 

And once again I have to pat the 
AMA on the back for moving ahead in 
getting better and better people in the 
key jobs. The new motocross referee, 
John Lancione, is a delight. Very 
personable, with a great sense of humor 
but a no nonsense attitude about racing; 
he’ll- keep things going well. Not only 
that, “he’s happy to -listen to any 
suggestions and the riders like him, too. 
He says, rather tongue in cheek, that he 
became a referee because he bitched at 
Tom Clark so much that Clark finally 
said, “Then you do it.” John did. 

Our one criticism about the Coliseum 
was the placement of the flag stand and 
the scoring tables. Never, never, never 
on the outside of the turn. One of the 
first laws of racing. They obviously 
thought it would be safe because it was 
such a slow turn, there’s no such thing 
as a safe slow tum when one is on the 


outside. Bruce got off-keel and 
ploughed into the haybales on which 
the -assistant starter was standing, 


hurling him into the air and narrowly 
missed the scoring table. A few more 
inches- and the people at that table 
would have been creamed. Also, at 
times, the flag was waved so fancily that 
it was tough to see the color. We noted 
the same thing at Ascot. Sit on the 
south turn and look at the finish and try 
to tell the difference between the white 
and the checkered at times. There’s 
something to this because we’re having 
more riders than ever pull in on the 
wrong flag than ever before. It even 
happened at San Jose. There’s only so 
much vision and at speed a rider can 
only see so much, not like a chap in a 
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chaps! ; is ; 

Laugh of the night was provided by 
the announcer saying repeatedly that 
the Europeans would be hampered by 
riding at night! In the Coliseum, with 
lighting brighter than day so that Gabe 
can pick off Snow with no shadows as 
they move? The East turn, which was 
the darkest since the football field does 
not extend that far, was still brighter 
than sections of our night tracks! It was 
a great show and I hope they have 
another, with both Evel and Super Joe 
jumping. Watch their styles. Evel is 
tremendous on the ground, wheelies 
around, spins do-nuts and looks 
graceful. Super Joe at times looks 
clumsy like he’s just learning to ride, 
but when in the air, Super Joe’s 
trajectory is straight and true while 
Evel’s rear wheel comes down quicker. 
Interesting.

With Uvas 
Dam, Richmond and maybe Hayward 
about to close, they shops are feeling 
the strain, That and not having any 
public lands to ride on are making any 
newcomers a little cautious about 
joining the sport. 

Hopefully, this new registration law 
will abate this fact and somewhere in 
never-never land, a beautiful park will 
appear. Like Howard Harris’ Hollister
